. PURPOSE AND NEED

The purpose of this bridge replacement project is to replace a 33 year old, single span (30’ total
length) Steel Girder Bridge (053B00079N) in order to provide a safe, reliable and viable
roadway. The existing bridge on KY 1826, mp 4.948, over Town Creek has a sufficiency rating
of 23.5. The structure width is 23 feet curb to curb with an approaching roadway width of 19 feet
including shoulders. The asphalt overlain corrugated metal deck has significant rust and
deterioration plus the asphalt is beginning to separate from the metal decking. There is
moderate deterioration, cracking, splitting and water soaking to all the timber piles. The bridge
replacement will improve safety and the substandard condition of the bridge.

1. Conduct preliminary Engineering Studies to identify appropriate typical section, line and
grade, and dependable cost estimates.

2. The selected consultant will be required to provide engineering services to perform
Phase | and Il roadway design; including drainage design, right-of-way plans,
construction plans, traffic control plans, cost estimates and structure plans.
